visit hY/.v planned to create a pleasant picture and that behind 
the view shown to the Senator, were Iddumr days ttf slave labor ^ 
speed-up and sweat-shop condi turns, hidden from the public, 

ft is si^mifivant that the State, Massachusetts, in Luther 

concentrated his efforts to better the pliitht of workitif* men, 
wtmten and cfiUdren was the first ut pass the first American 
child-hdior law. 

With that as foreword, here are excerpts from the speech,) 


Tt has been saiil that I he speaker h oppt>sed lo the 
American system, h turns upt>n one single point — if 
these abuses arc the Aniericun system, he is opposed. 
But let him see an American system where education 
and Intel tigence arc generally difTused, and the enj<»y* 
mem trf life and tiheny secured to all; he then is rcad> to 
support such II system. But so Umg as our government 
secures exclusive privileges to a very small part tff the 
community, and leaves the majority the 'lawful prey' 
to avarice, so long docs he contend against any 
‘system' so exceedingly unjust and unequal in its 
operations. He knows that we must have manufactures. 
It is impossible to do wiihcvut them: but he has yet 
to learn that it is riecessaiy, or just, that numufactures 
must be sustained by injustice, cruelty, ignorance vice* 
and misery; which is now the fact to a startling degree, 
if what wc liave stated l>e true, and we challenge 

denial, what tnust he done? Must we fokl our arms 

and say, it always was aiul always will be? II wc 
did so, would it not almost rouse from their gra\cs the 
heroes ul our Ke volution? Would not the cold marble 
representing our beloved Washington start into life 
and repri»aeh us for our cowardice? Let the word be 
— ^ onward! onward^ We know^ the diflitailties are 
great, and the obMaclcs many; but, as yet, we 'know 
our rights, and kntwving, dare maintain,' Wc wisli to 
injure no man, and we are determined not to he 
injured us we have been; wc wish nothing but those 

equal rights which were designed for us all. And 

although wealth, and prejudice, and slander, and abuse 
are all brought to bear on us* wc have one consohition 
— ‘We arc the majority*’ 


One dilliculty Is a want of information among 
our own class, and the hivher orders reproach us for 
our ignorance; but, thank Gixk we have enough of 
iniclligcnce among us yet to show the world that all 
is not lost. 

Another dilUculty among us is — the press has 
been almost wholly, ami is now in a great degree, 
closed upon us. We venture to assert that the press 
is hrlheti by yoid in many insumccs; and wc believe 
that if law liad done what jmdd has accomplished, our 
country wtnild, before this time, have been deluged 
with blood. But workingmen's papers are uuiltiplying. 
and we shall soiin, hv the ddTusii>n of intelligence, be 
enabled to form a fnmt which will show all minu*ptdi\ts, 
anti all tyratits, that wc arc m>l only determined lo 
have tlie name of freemen, but that wc will live freemen 
and die freemen. 

Fellow citizens of New Fngland, farmers, 
mechanic s. and labt>rers, we have borne these evils 
by far tini long; we have been deceived by all parties: 
we must lake t)ur business into our own hands. Let 
us awake. Our cause is the cause of truth — of justice 
and humanity. /; must preraiL Let us he determined 
no longer tt> be deceived by the cry of iht>sc vvln» 
produce tnnhiny and who enjoy all, and who insultinsdy 
term us — the farmers, the mechanics, and lahifrers — 
the hnver (uders, and exult intrly claim our homage for 
themselves, as the hiyher onferv — while the Declaration 
of Independence asserts that 'All men arc created 
equal/

Some Background 

S INVH tiir* ho^iriiijiig of time 
someone has had a Iwller idea 
for rmining the world, ^'arl(n1« 


economic and social plnloso|>hies 
have been the vogue at one time or 
another. But these ideas have lieen 
little more than c^omplex fads ile* 


signed to hetter the plight of the 
conimon ttiiiit and they passed, in 
time, in favor of newer, more iti- 
trigning fancies. 

But in the earl.v j>urt of the nine- 
teenth cent 11 ry, western Eim)|>e 
iinderwcnt a transition eaiise<l by 
the Induslrial Kevolntioin W<u*k- 
iiig men were smidenly faced with 
an age of tmichiiies which culmi- 
nated in tlie apidieatton of seieiice 
to indust 1% The trek from the 
farm to tite factory l>egan. The 
long-range re.siilt was an eeoriomie 
development never before know in 
Men ^\ith enpitiil l>egan investing 
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in imv maimliM-^liiruig ventures 
ami iliim the expreaaioii, ^'capital- 
tNin,’* was allied with investments, 
profits and priviilelyHnnied btisi- 

Ifowever, tlie imieiiiiics of in- 
ilustry would bn^nk down Tnun 
lime to time as fite men wdio 
foiidliNl this new we^iiltli often 
htimdered. Depression often re- 
sillied with tlmiismnjsof people out 
of work. 

In addition, the iimehiiics began 
making more devustatinjr tools for 
ivar and the inereased destruetive 
foi't'os of war were wnm» than ever 
before. 

Fulftlfmenf Cerfoin 

Tlmt the Tinltistrial nevolution 
was to bring n iMOter lifl^ in its fub 
rtllment, was a eertainty. But I he 
(Ms^ple who sn(Tereil during the 
biuer wait of trial ami error were 
hard to eonvinc(». Tlie imeiiiployed 
iium who tried to fecMl his family 
nr tost his laud to invading hordes 
this transit innal era began 
to blame the aelivs i>f ihe world on 
the bankers ami faetory ownei's. 

The new '‘eapitalisfu'' iHs^iiiiie 
tlio seiit>egoat of this period, it 
WHS the fault of eapltalism that all 
of this deprivation oeeuned. many 
people l)elieved. 

Sociahsm 

Soeialism sei'iiied To he the re* 


lief from the evils of eapilalisiii, 
many began to think. PhUoso- 
pliers sueh as Karl Marx and 
h'rietlrieh Engels told the people 
that the nutans of |irodiietion 
mines, fae lories, raw materials, 
stores, ete.— were owned by eapi- 
talists beeaiise ibey alone had tfie 
melius to invesi in ami opt^rale 
tliem. Take these lueaas from the 
enpltaliKts and tmt them under 
the wing of imblie ownership, the 
people were urged. 

Shaky Axiom 

P’rom this shiiky axiom, Marx 
w*mte Dm Kfiititaf and eoneluded 
tliHt the eut>i1aljHls were a [iriv* 
ileged few under the system, lie 
ilivided sonnet y Hharply two 

entegorit^: the wage eartier'^ ami 
the citpitalists. The hitler, Marx 
said, exploited ihe wage earlier and 
he also stated that event nal war 
would result. Put all imliistry atul 
the means of prodiii'tioii into a 
eoiumou kitty ami let the people 
themselves administer eommon 
rights for all, Marx eornduded, 

It is not the intent of this writ- 
ing to try to diseern the rights 
ami wrongs of enjiitalisni or so- 
rial ism, hul rather to show Ihiw 
eommmiism was eom^eived. How- 
ever, it should be pertiueiii to 
state here that Marx did not 
reekmi sutVieieiifly with the trade 
union luoveiiietit mid its iMdh*(Uive 


bargaining proeesses nor did he 
deal HUftieienity with thcMUiknown 
the Immiin fiietor — the 
minds of men, 

Marx belii^ved tlmt a gn*at 
struggle wmiUl result between the 
workers and eapifalists, a strug- 
gle whieh ivonitl end lii vielmy 
for the workers. They would lake 
over the government and state 
ownership would replace private 
ownership. 

It is probably needless to say 
that no matter who controls an 
eeommiy, deeisions regariltiig the 
methods of produet ion must be 
made. And even if this decision 
faetor is a grmi|i <jf men, it must 
respect the wislies of tile state. 
And, as is the ease now in So vie i 
UuHsia, those wishes are lo step 
np production of heavy industry 
and the worker is uolhiiig hilt a 
slaves — H slave in an eeoinnny in 
which there arr^ relatively no eon- 
siimer goods. However, Marx b<»- 
lieved that I lie *Mietatorship of 
the bourgeoisie’^ would eventually 
give way to a elassh’ss .soeiety. 

From Sotialism fo Commooism 

A delineation between soeinlism 
and eommnnism began to take 
place ill the last quarter of tin* 
inth eeninry in western P'urop*'.

i>f tile state. This doctrine, 
of course, is diametrically ojiposed 
to tlu* hasie elcmeuts of deuioe- 
racy. He further advocated the 
armed overthrow of capital isiit. 

The macabre Chnimmiiist ina- 
chiiu‘ in Russia really hejran to 
roll in HH7, Before llieii a rela- 
lividy NiJiall fad ion, rhey took ad- 
vaiitnj?e of the revolution attain si 
the Vmr in Jfarch of that year 
and <lr^'‘Mnized a s(»r<nid chaotic 
rebel I ion which hrtm^dit them into 
power in Xovemher, Oj)po,silioii 
was rnjnidated and a seeivt (MiUce 
system was unitinely organized to 
kee]> atiy iion-(T>nimmiists* ideas 
fmin attaitiintr fruition, ,\iid, so it 
is today tliat a small dictatorial 
faction controls Russia- — a fact ion 
whicli represents only a little over 
three percent of Russia's entire 
population I 

The Outlook Today ond fQmorr&w 

Toilny tlu' Soviet system is a 
well -oil I'll inacbinc wfdch uses mil- 
itant aetimi, subversion and prop- 
airanda to achieve its otic purpose 
— ^the establishment of the (’om- 
munist re^fime throughout the 
world. 

Their immediate iroal is to 
weaken other countries to a point 
where world-w iilc comtmin ism 
will be possible. Their sttect»s.seH 
to date in Asia, eastern Europe, 
complete with the pot which is 


begfimiino: to boil vigorouskv in 
South America, give ami>le cause 
for alarm. 

That they will stop at nothing 
to obtain their obji*etive Ls graplii- 
cally illustrated l)y their outward 
aggression. But more fearful yet 
is tht* malignancy which is s [trend- 
ing wilhin count ri<^. ruimiiunist 
parties — that is^ agents of Corn- 
niunist Rtc^stu — arc masters at 


spreading their disease within the 
very core of a country. The [nira- 
site feeds cm a variety of foods: 
[loverty in (*hina; depressions in 
conutries wliere the stamlard of 
living is iiigher perhap.s; and tin* 
dissatisfactiem which breeds in 
ccmnln(*s whc*rc a noticeable chasm 
exists between tlic wealthy and 
the poor.

For many, the Parry is ii sub- 
stitntt* for ehureh, for otln*rs, an 
outlet for resent ments against so- 
ciety; it easily appeals to ideal- 
ists wlio aeeej>t eoimminism at tile 
faee value of its propaganda iiia- 
ehiue. 

To iimny it re|>resenis an an- 
swer for tlmse who are iiiijiarient 
with the slowness of ilemoera.tie 
process, 8ome are iiupresf^t'd by 
the rapid industrialization in Kus- 
sia, or the intense iiationalisui, or 
the promise of mira.eles. 

roimimnisiii's outward iijipear- 
afices ean fiiriimlate some si^in- 
blunee of appeal for many who 
feel eon fused in their way of 
thinking.

pt'ophf lio was a Moses leading an 
army of destitute, homeless men 
and women out of a wilderness of 
industrial eliaos and deprivation. 
To tliern Ite was truly a savior. 

The Barly, formative Years 

The eldest of six ehildren, Eam- 
nd (tomiau’H was Imrn in IH^O to 
-Tewish parents of Ibiteh deseenl. 
Ilis family was barely able \a keep 
out of the ehitehes of poverty ami 
young (rompers realisced tliat life 
for some was eertaiiily a seliool of 
hard knocks for they lived in that 
faetor\' section of liondon wiiich 
regularly plaeed children on the 
streets. He attended school until 
tlie age of ten. However, the 
family fortunes were not sukstan- 
tial enough to eare for six ehildren 
on the father’s earnings iilmie and 
so young Sam tiaik up tlie trade of 
a cigar maker.

A Life Work

A Congress Convenes 

No event in (he life of tJompers 
had the siirnificaiiee of his stamudi 
undying support of a fedi'rniion 
o f t ra de unions. The re wa s, a t t h is 
time, the Knrirlits of Labor which 
ofi'ered some siunhlauee of orgaiii- 
j^ation for I lie working man. How- 
ever, the Knights ehiim]iifmed flie 
cause of one large mass of working 
men willnmt regard to craft or 
trade, Tliey wanted an organi/ed 
labor structure built under one 
central liead but this idea was im- 
pnictical iii its nppHeation and 
was the main reason the King his 
of Labtjr eventiially failctl. 

What (ioiiipei-s and oiliers 
wanted was a ffrieraiion of various 
trade iiiiioii.s. This 'ivas the sml 
witieh led to the call for a congress

recently a small hook eiitltleci 
“Brief Biog^raphies of Famous Mon 
and Women,” by W. Stuart Sewell, 
was called to my attention. 1 was 
intei’ested m seeing the names of the 
ladies listed there. Only 13 wei’O 
listed in a group of nearly 300. 1 
thought perhaps our readers might 
bo interested in hearing about these 
famous ladies and about the events in 
their lives which caused them to make 
a permanent impression on the his- 
torj" of the world as it has been writ- 
ten. 

Susan B. Amhony 

Susan Brownell Anthony was bom 
in Adams, Massachusetts on Febiu- 
ar>' 15, 1320. Susan had a keen mind. 
She received a good education and 
taught for 15 years before she de- 
serted the teaching profession for the 
lecture platform and feminism. 

Miss Anthony first became inter- 
ested in the temperance movement. 
Then she was an agent for the Anti- 
slavery Society but eventually the 
problem of women’s equality — espe- 
cially the suffrage movement — claimed 
her entire attention. 

Miss Anthony was strong, aggres- 
sive and she defied opposition of every 
kind from rotten eggs to prosecution 
in the Federal Courts, fighting for 
woman’s right to vote. She succeeded 
in winning the honor and respect of 
many and had the satisfaction of see- 
ing equal suffrage granted in four 
states before she died in lloche.sler. 
New York on March 13, 19U6, leaving 
her small estate to the cause she had 
served. 

Clara Barton 

Clara Barton, founder of the 
American Red Cross, was born in 
North Oxford, Massachuetts, Decem- 
ber 25, 1821. At Borden town, New 
Jersey, she organized the first free 
school in that state, .\fter failing 
health forced her to resign from this 
work, Mis.s Barton obtained a posi- 
tion in the Patent Office in Wash- 
ington where she woidted until the 
outbreak of the Civil War. 

During the War, Miss Barton who 
was going to visit her brother who 
had been taken prisoner by the Con- 
federates, inserted a notice in the 
paper offering to carry gifts from 
other families to their wounded I'da- 


tives. Before the war was over, she 
had a building filled with relief ma- 
terials and was the recognized agent 
of communication between soldiers 
and their people. The Government 
assisted her in hei" work, and after 
the war, President Lincoln appointed 
her as head of a bureau organized to 
locate 80,000 men listed as missing in 
action. 

In 1869, Clara Barton went to 
Switzerland to rest. There she heard 
of the Red Cross Society, which she 
promptly joined, ami her rest con- 
sisted of strenuous relief work. In 
1S81 Miss Barton succeeded in estab- 
lishing the American branch of the 
Red Cross and serv^ed as its president 
for many years. She died in 1912. 

Elizabeth Barren Browning 

The famous poi^less was born March 
6, 1806. When she was 15 she suffered 
a spinal injury while attempting to 
saddle her pony. This, together with 
a pulmonary ailment, and the shock 
of her favorite brother's drowning, 
made her a semi-invalid for life. 
Books became her worhL In 1838, the 
Barrett family took up residence at 
Wimpole Street, in London. Miss 
Barrett published two volumes of 
poetr>>^ in 184-1. 

It was this poetry which caused 
Robert Browning to become attracted 
to the author. Their love story is one 
of the most beautiful in litemry his- 
tory. Knowing that it would be use- 
less to ask her domineering father's 
consent to the marriage, the couple 



eloped to Italy and were married 
secretly. 

Mrs* Browning’s most famou.s work 
is the beautiful ’’Sonnets from the 
Portuguese’* written during her court- 
ship. She died in Florence in 1861. 

Cleopalra 

Cleopatra, a queen of Egypt, was 
bom in 69 B.C. She became joint heir 
to Egypt’s throne with her brother 
Ptolemy, when she was 17 years old. 
When she was deprived of her rights, 
Cleopatra decided to appeal to the 
Homan general Julius Caesar. 

When Caesar landed at Alexandria, 
Cleopatni set out to meet him. Arriv- 
ing dishevelled and without any 
means of making a brilliant entrance, 
she decided to make a di*amatic one. 
The one seiwaut she brought with her 
carried her rolled in an Oriental rug 
to the feet of Caes^ar. Since she was 
clad in littie more than the rug, the 
o3-year-oId emperor was duly im- 
pressetl, when it was unrolleil at his 
feet. 

Ptolemy was killed in the conflict 
which secured the thrane for Cleo- 
patra and she poisoned a younger 
brother who took Ptolemy’s place. 
When Caesar returned to Rome, Cleo- 
patra went with him and lived openly 
as his mistress. After his assassi* 
nation she fled to her own country. 

When another famous warrior, 
Mark Antony, g;itned control in 
Rome, he too, captivated by Cleo- 
patra’s beauty, became her willing 
conquest. They lived together and had 
three childi-en* 

When Octavius Caesar defeated 
Mark Antony, he was oblivious to 
the charms of Cleopatra and planne<i 
to lead her through the streets of 
Rome as his captive. She then killed 
herself by allowing an asp to bite 
her. With her death in 30 B.C. Egypt 
became a province of Rome. 

.Marie Curie 

Marie Sklodowska was bom in 
Wai^iw November 7, 1867. She 

studied in Paris, obtained a science 
degree, and in 1895 married a fellow 
scientist, Pierre Curie. 

Together they worked untu-ingly in 
a small shed with pnictically no heat 
or ventilation, over the pitchblende 
necessary for their work \vhich they 
bought with their own very slender 
income* 
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In 1DU2, ufU*r yeiira of work they 
isolated from the mineral iiiteh- 
blende, pure? radium^ the element so 
valuable in the treatment of cancer. 

In 1903 the couple received the 
Davy Medal of the Royal Society 
and the Nobel prize in phyaics. 

In April I90fi* Profeasor Pierre 
Curie was run over by a dray on the 
stj'eets of Paria and killed. Matlame 
Curie was asked to take up hta work 
at the Sorbonno — the first time that 
a position in French higher education 
had been given to u woman. 

In 19U she won the Nobel prize 
for chomisti'y. 

Madame Curie visited the United 
Slates twice and was accUu'med by 
the American people. In she 

was threatened with blindness hut a 
series of operations saved her sight. 

She died in Valence, France In 1934. 

Callieritie the fSreal 

Catherine It, empress of Russia, 
known as Cnihorine the Creat, was 
born a (lerniun princess on May 2, 
1721). In 1745 she married Grand 
Duke Peter of Russia. Her marHed 
life was miserably unhappy since 
Peter was both physically and mental- 
ly abnoniiah and Catherine despised 
him. She endured her marriage and 
kept peace with the Empress Eliza- 
beth, Peter's mother, only for the 
power that would be hem when l*eter 
became Czar. 

Catherine*H private life was a scan- 
dal, and when !*eter did become Czar 
at the death of EHzabifth, he threat- 
ened to divorce Catherine. Catherine 
was popular with the people, how- 
ever, and Peter was not. He was 
stia*.ngled by one of her lovers and 
after his death (?iithenne ruled su- 
preme from 1752, till her death in 
1796. 

The admin istriiUvc ability of this 
woman stands in great cont twist to the 
immorality of her private life. Her 
mlinini.stralion of Ru.'isiu was in many 
ways a benyficent one espeeiJilly in 
the early days of her reign. She was 
a prodigious worker, often tolling 15 
hours a day, running the countr>-.

Negotiate, Educate, Legislate for Safety 


American workers set a new safety 
recoitl in 

This may seem to be a strange 
statement to lead off a plea for 
greater safety activity. Kot before 
we start congraUilating ourselves, we 
should take note of the fact that the 
number of on-the-job fatal and dis- 
abling' accidents did not decline by 
any gi'eat amount. And at least part 
of the decline was caused by lower 
employment and shorter workweeks. 

Note this too: Even though the 

rate of injury dropped to the lowest 
level on record in 1958^ approximately 
13,300 workei's lost their lives in 
accidents on the job. Thirty-eight 
million man-days of ivork were lost 
bif cause of injuries. When the future 
effects of deaths and permanent im- 
pairments are added, the Bui-eau of 
Labor Statistics figures the total loss 
will be about 130 million man-days. 

In contract construction, including 
electrical work, thei'e wei^e an esti- 
mated 142,000 disabling injuries last 
year and 1,900 deaths. In manufac- 
turing there were 333,000 injuries 
and t,?00 deaths. In public utilities 
there were 14,000 injuries and 200 
deaths. When we comimre the num- 
ber of injuries with the number of 
man-hours worked, we fniil tlvai the 
injury frequency rate in electrical 
constmetion is more than twice as 
high as the frequency rate in manu- 
facturing. 

Despite the improvement in 1958, 
we have a long ivay to go. Accident 
prevention work takes place at the 
local level, and every IBEW local 
should work actively in the fields of 
negotiation, eduoation, and legisla- 
tion for safety. 

Here are some areas where our 
locals can and should be working: 

1. Negotiate a safety clause in all 
collective bargaining agreements^ — 
general or specific, to meet local 
needs. The clause should make all 
applicable Federal, State and local 
safety laws and codes a part of the 
contract. It should piovide for official 
miinites or records of all safety meet- 
ings, reports of accitlents or unsafe 
conditions, and grievances on safety 
matters. It should provide for prompt 
notification of a union safety repre- 
sentative when an accident occurs. 


2. Establish a joint labor-manage- 
ment safety committee with enough 
authority to assure safe w-orking con- 
ditions and practices. When joint 
comjiiittecs cannot be established, the 
local union should set up its own 
safety committee, while continuing 
to work for establishment of a joint 
committee, 

3. Include safety instruction in all 
a)>prenticeship and job training pro- 
grams.

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Disaster Relief Plan 
Works in Emergency 

L. V. I. ST. I.oms, MO.— In the 

early houris of Februaty 10, the City 
of St, Louis was struek by a vicious 
tornado that cut a Ib-mile-wide path 
throujfh the city and parts of St 
Louis County from the southwest to 
the northeast leavinf? death and 
devastation in its wake. In a period 
of 12 minutes this lornado left a path 
of destruction amounting- to an esti- 
mated loss of 12 million dollars, with 
21 deail, 2 DO injured, ITiOO homeless, 
with 4000 huildinprs damajred. Vet 
with all the ferocity of the cyclone 
the loss was lower than it would seem 
to have been as the fmth of the tor- 
nado was mostly IhrouRh an over- 
cmwded tenement and low income 
rental property districL In one house 
there were 14 young children most 
of whom escaped with minor injuiies. 

This is the third major tornado to 
strike St, Louis with damaging ef- 
fects, one in mm, one in 1927 and 
this lust one on h^brunry 10, ID5D, 
Much of the success in the rescue 
work can attributed to the tmin- 
ing that the Police* Firemen and Civil 
Defense workers received in a special 
school organized several ye-ars ago by 
the Civil Defense Department, 

Members of the SL Louis Chapter 
of the Associated General Gontmclors 
have a disaster relief plan in which 
all members place all of their power 
and other eiiuipment at the disposal 
of the iliaaster directors, Not much of 
their heavy equipment was needed on 
this disaster as most of the movement 
of the wreckage had to be moved by 


hand in a search for victims. Every 
available public utilities man ami all 
trucks were on the job within an hi>ur. 
The Electnc Company, Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, Fire Alarm and 
City Lighting Division employes 
worked thmugbout the night clearing 
their lines. Gas Company men had an 
enormous job shutting ofif escaping 
gas. 

Many of the damaged buildings have 
been completely restored and the 
othei-s are well on their way to being 
restored. This fast action is all due 
to the labor surplus In all trades due 
to seasonal unemploymenL Bricklay- 
ers and Carpenters received the 
largest portion of this repair work. 

During the winter season the busi- 
ness manager and his staff must 
double their effoi-ts to keep us many 
of the members employed as possible. 
Among their many jobs is the policing 
of their territory and preventing other 
trades from performing work rights 
fully belonging to the Etecirical 
Workers, members of Ixjcid No, 1 , 
Recently a serious jurisdiction dis- 
pute arose with the Glaziera* local 


over the installation of the bottom 
glass of flurn'eseent lighting In the 
,*ipray booths of the huge Chrysler 
job. Another atmnge jurLsdiction dis- 
pute arose when the local power com- 
pany began to sell to parking lot 
owners new lighting systems com- 
pletely installed by utilities em- 
ployes who are members of the 
utility local union. This work has 
always been the jurisdiction of Local 
No. L It is this kind of problem that 
keeps the staff of business represento^ 
tives constantly on the alert. 

Business Manager Paul Nolte just 
announced the signing of a new fix- 
ture manuruclurers agreement. This 
new contract is for a period of two 
yours and provides for a raise of eight 
cents the first year and seven cents 
the second. 

Speaking of Business Manager 
Nolle, we wish to add that he has 
recently been elected chairman of the 
St, Louis County Building Commis- 
sion. 

At a meeting of the local union 
several months ago approval of the

feet thick. The St, Louis Bank Huild- 
ing and Equipment Company which 
will erect this magnificent buibiing, 
promises the oflieei's that they can 
expect to move in about March lst» 

uimi. 

The builiiing is located on u five- 
acre tract just east of Hampton 
Boulevard one block north of Colum- 
bia Av^e. The atidresw Is ,^900 Elizabeth 
Avenue. This two stoiy building will 
be of eon temporally lUfsign with the 
fmnt facade f»f the first floor level to 
be const riicted almost entirely of 
plate glass and ornamental aluminum. 
The upper section will be constructed 
of a vinyl-coated concrete front wall. 
This type of construction is of a 
speciul process designed by the Hank 
liuihling Company's subsidiary. De- 
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sign Inc. Dark-colored Roman brick 
and architeclunil concrete will be used 
in the coiiMruction of the other out- 
side walla. 

The larire black-topped parkifift area 
in the rear of the building’ will be on 
the level of the second floor meeting 
halls, giving the members direct ac- 
cess to the meetings without the use 
of stairs. 

According to the designers of the 
building the interior will be of con- 
temporary design with a background 
color of off white and natural wood 
tones. 

The contract also pro%ndes for the 
complete furnishing of the building 
and bright shades of upholstery will 
prevail throughout the building. En- 
trance to the main lobby will be 
through a glass enclosed vestibule. 
The lobby floor will be of terra 7 .zo 
while the reception lounge area will 
he carpeted. To the left of the lobby 
will be located the general offices of 
iroeal No. 1 and the Joint Apprentice 
Training Committee. 

Also located here will be the private 
offices of Business Manager Paul 
Nolte and Financial Secretary' Leo 
Hennessey and plenty of storage 
space for needed items. 

Across the hull will be located an 
employes’ recreation room, an execu- 
tive board room and the general 
offices for the business representa* 
tives plus enough small private offices 
to accomodate any emergency or 
special need for office space. Located 
W'est of the main lobby will he the 
offices of the Electrical Workers 
Credit Union which vnll be able to 
serve its members more efficiently. 
Next to the Credit Union offices will 
be the offices of some of our sister 
locals, also seveml rental offices* and 
the employment office of Local No. L 

Most of the second lloor will be 
taken up by the large meeting Itall 
seating about IHIU persons. There will 
also be several small halls, lounge 
areas, check room, and ste»rage space 
for chairs and tables.

Committee Advocates 
Minimum Wage Boost 

L. U. 3, NEW YOHK, N. Y.— Loea! 

3's Labor Committee for Fair Wage 
Legislation is a Committee of 10 
rank-and-file members headed by 
Chairman Louis Chase. This com- 


mittee was formed many months ago 
when the membership votetl to pay 
the union dues of any menibeii of 
Local 3 who were receiving u wage 
rate of less than $1.25 per hour. 

They have made a thorough study 
of the minimum wage law, and have 
been advocating that all members of 
organized labor and their friends 
write letters to their Semitors and 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives. 

They have presented their findings 
and made appeals for support to 
numerous meetings of the pemanent 
district organizations and meetings 
of advisory boards of the various 
divisions of Local 3. 

All fair-minded Americans should 
realize the basic Justice of a $L25 
per hour minimum, and auppoii: the 
Lalior Standards Act Bill 1040 sub- 
mitted by Senators Wayne Morse and 
John F. Kennedy, and the House of 
Representatives Bill 4483 submitted 
by Congi’essman James Roosevelt. 

As reported in the March 28th 
issue of the AFL-CIO Ntivs, Presi* 
dent George Meany has indicated that 
Seci*etar>' of Labor James P. 
MitchelPs opposition to the higher 
minimum wage is inconsistent writh a 
recent TOO-page Labor Department 
iieport on the matter. 

President Meany sent an analysis 
of that report with letters to Vice 
President Nixon ami Speaker Sam 
Rayburn* urging prompt enactment 
of this im|H>rtant legislation to bring 
about a $1.25 minimum wage and to 
extend the coverage to an adde<t 7.3 
million workers. 

Under the direction of Business 
Manager Harry Van Arsdale, Jr., as 
one more step in the progressive 
effoid; of this union’s educational pi*o- 
gram, a special class has been formed 
to study world afTairs. 

The entire statT of elected officers 
and paid representatives gathered In 
the fifth floor classroom at the union 
headquarters at 8 o'clock on the 
morning of April 2nd for the fii*st 
session. 

Dr. Harry J. Carman, dean emeri- 
tus of Columbia College* and educa- 
tional adviser of the Joint Industry 
Board of the Electrical Industry* was 
on hand to introduce the program. 
He .*stresaed the importance of spread- 
ing knowledge and understanding of 
these tremendously important mat- 
ters and he indicated a strong en- 
thusiasm for the undertaking. 

The instructor for the class is 
Clyde Ch GritTen, a 2p-yeiir old pro- 
fessor with experience in the teach- 
ing of history at Columbia University 
and Vassar College, His background 
includes a work-study trip to I*akis- 
tan in 1P54 and work as a leader of 
a Foreign Policy Associution seminar 
on India in 1956. 

As a starter, in the fiiat hour of 
classroom work the subjectfl of im- 
perialism and colonialism were dis- 


cussed, The first text book is 'The 
Century of Total War” by Raymond 
Aron, and for added reading on the 
same subject ''Imperialism and Social 
Classes" by Joseph Schumpeter was 
suggested. 

The present plan prorides that in 
the ’weeks ahead one group compris- 
ing the membei's of the staff who 
have made study toui^ of foreign 
countries will meet on Wednesday 
mornings, and the remainder will 
met on Thurs<lay mornings. 

In addition to the class lecture and 
discussion, there wdll be outside read- 
ing and the preparation of papers 
outside the class. Periodic examina- 
tions will indicate the progress and 
servo as incentive for the eager 
students. 

The "Scouting in Action for 
America Show" was held at the New 
York Coliseum on April IT* 18* and 
19th. One thousand individual ex- 
hibits were prepared by Cub Packs, 
Boy Scout troops* and Explorer Posts 
repj-esenting 20,000 youngsters from 
the five boroughs of New York City. 

Each exhibit represented long 
haul's of constructive effort by 
American youth, guided and en- 
couraged by devoted den mothers and 
scoutmasters* 

The boys were justly proud of their 
accomplishments* and the thousands 
of visitors were I'eminded of how 
much a lad can do wffien given a 
proper opportunity. 

In moving from one display to an- 
other* the visitors heard explanations* 
of every detail of the background ami 
meaning of each exhibit, in most 
cases, gi%"en by self-reliant scouts of 
all ages. 

Some of the subjects for the ex- 
hibits were — ^life saving, map making* 
fishing, pigeon raising, ciril defense* 
railroading* ham radio* leat here raft, 
printing, electricity, model planes, 
chemisti'y, and navigation. 

Local Union 3 has taken an active 
interest in Scouting in New Y'ork 
City dating back to January 20, 1953, 
at which time our Business Manager* 
Harry Van Arsdale, Jr., was elected 
to the Executive Board of the Man- 
hattan Council of Boy Scouts of 
America. He served as vice-chairman 
of the organization and extension 
committee with a firm belief that 
"scouting should l>e available to e%*ery 
boy in our city.” 

On February 24* 1954 Scout Troop 
No. 433, sponsored by our local union, 
received a charter. Twenty-six boys 
from the neighborhood surrounding 
our headquarters had been recniited. 

A committee of our members with 
backgr'ound in scouting* volunleercd 
many hours to working with the boys. 
Some of the committee men took a 
course of instruction in scouting, and 
William Dai'cy, Jr., qualified for ap- 
pointment as the first scoutmaster.

LB ndfJ, n secondary 
boycott bill, was introduced by a 
senator who lives in the same district 
lui a big business man who daims I he 
Teamsters Union force<l him out of 
business by way of the secmidary 
boycott; therefore this anti-bnycolt, 
anti -labor bill was formed. The court 
allotted each side an hour for a debate 
before the conimiltee. Representing 
labor in excellent form was our AFL- 
CIO, State President Gordon Prdde 
ami Lawyer David Weinberg. Al- 
though losing the battle hy ti commit- 
tee vole of 4-2, the hxislatuie has 
become aware of organized labor, Lli 
5(i0 will now go before the Guverrmr 
and legislature for a vote. We are 
Imping that Governor Brooks will 
either veto or submit sonve amf’rid- 
merits on this bill.

The location of this voluntary elTcrt 
was nut entirely foreign to the meni« 
be IS of Ltical Union f>8 as it was only 
two months ago that they had worked 
across the street on the City and 
County Building for its Christmas 
lighting display. 

The work situation in the f)en%"er 
area continues to pick up at a slow 
rate, Lt^eal Union d8 has just under- 
gone the slowest winter as far as 
work is conceimed since 1041, Several 
times throughout the winter more 
than 10 percent of our local mem- 
bers have been unemployed. The 
normal spring work picture has not 
improved as speedily as it usually 
does. The ground la fairly dry now 
and yet anticipated jobs haven't 
started as expected. If this is any 
indication, it probably will be alow all 
summer as compared to recent yea re. 

Deep in the (i^olorado Hocky Moun- 
tains, at an elevation of 11,5110 feet is 
one of the most interesting const nic- 
tion jobs lacing |H-iTormed in the 
United States today. Surrounded by 
anow-cappi^i |ieaks, reaching 14,00(1 
feet elevation, men of the IBEW are 
working beside men of other crafts. 
Their job is driving a 2^1 mile tun- 
nel under the Continental Divide, 
This is the Roberts Diversion Tunnel, 
a part of the Colorado Buie Hivei 
Project, Upon completion, the tunnel 
will siphon much nen^ded water from 
the west side of the Continental 
Di\dde to the plains area of Denver, 
This project has been under construc- 
tion for years and will run 

approximately another 2 yeai*s* 

From an tdectrical standpoint, this 
has been a very interesting job. 
Because of the sjKe mid length of the 


tunned, which is claimed to Iw the 
longest ever constructed in this coun- 
try, several problems ivere immedi- 
ately incurr^. Tho above-ground 
facilities such as the hoist hmises, 
hoist towers, pumping power and 
facilities, and electrical distribution 
were constructed as pennanent. This 
was done due to the duration of the 
job to eliminate as far as possible 
costly breakdowns. For the first time 
on an undergi-ound construction pi'oj- 
ect 13,000 KVA was used. Because 
of the distances involved the engi- 
neering departnu?nt thought Uds was 
necessary. However, it also compli- 
cated the safety program. The tun- 
nel is being drille<l, through almost 
its entire length in winter- soaked 
ground and rock and where high 
voltages are conceriuKl this coivsUtuies 
a serious problem for equipment as 
well as the safety of the men. 

Once the above-ground facilities 
were established the electrical crew 
is continuing on an almost routine 
operiition of maintaining the equip- 
ment and advancing the electrical dis- 
tribution lines as the mining crews 
advance in the tunncL After each 
mucking operation new holes are 
drilled in the tunnel heading. These 
are loaded with powder and the shot 
is wired. The Electrician brings the 
electrical shooting lines fomard and 
attaches them and then everyone 
retreats fiOO feet back in the iunne! 
for the shooting. This operation is, 
of course, continually reriealed. 

The tunnel is being drilkni on four 
headings. The west portal tg at 
Dillon, Colorado and the east (lortal, 
23 miles across the mountains, at 
Grant, Colorado. Midway Wtw^een at 
Montezuma, Colorado they have sunk 
a 1,000 foot shaft and are extending 
headings on twa sides to mr*et the 
crews from the Dillon and Grant 
portals* The operation is proceeding 
on a three-shift basis, six days a 
week. 

Two major problems have been 
encountei’ed to date which have not 
only slowx^d down the operations but 
have greatly increased the cost. The

first of these was bad ground which 
has necessitatetl the installation of 
steel shoring almost continuously. In 
one place the ground w^as so ivater- 
l(>gged and mibject to shifts that 
these eight- inch steel shores were 
installed almost side by side for a 
distance of one-half mile. The second 
major set-back on the schedule oc- 
curred one month ago when extrame 
water flow at the shaft Dillon head- 
ing w^as encountei-ed. The fiow was in 
such an amount that further progress 
could not bc» made without flooding 
the tunnel unless it was checked. To 
dati^ the crew has foi'ced in 20,000 
bugs of concrete in an attempt to 
decjease this condition* 

The enclosed picture w’^as taken 
24,000 feet into the mountain on the 
Dillon heading* Ten feet beyond is 
the face where the miners are drilling 
preparatory to a shooting. Shown in 
the jnctiire are Brother Glenn Geyer, 
Assistant Business Manager Kay 
Filler, Local Union 08 and Brother 
Sherman Pratt, electrical foreman on 
this heading* By the whaler appear- 
ing on the mens clothes you can see 
thi^ conditions under which these men 
are performing their jobs. Assistant 
Business .Manager Filler ami I got 
f|Uite a kick out of Brother Geye r 
when we approached him 24,000 feel 
underground w*hcn he exclaimed, ''You 
guys w^ould go any place to check a 
man's card!"

They aver- 
age about $GIL00 per month with 
living standards approximately one 
third of ours. To create more jobs, 
I'etirement age is 55 but their pen- 
sions don^t siarl until they are 65 
years old. Those |0 years between 
retirement awl start of their pension 
are difficuit years to say the least.

Threats to Unionism 
Seen Serious, Pressing 

L.IL 103, Bosrnx, MASH. — The 
more I read the articles w’ritten by 
the newsfiaper columnists the more I 
realiKe that there is a monstrous 
effort being made to defeat the basic 
principles of unionism.

“'fhere are veiy few real union 
men left, they ai-e slowly dying off."

The I ruth of 
the matter is that then* are many 
members and officers alike who have 
Iwen advanetai into a false feeling of 
finandiil accurity. That creates an 
apalhelic reeling towai'd unionism and 
the ways and means that brought 
about its success.

This has 
been proven throughout the history 
of the ivorld. 

If all the facts wore known about 
the upbringing and lives af our most 
vehement anti-union columnists we 
would probably find them, sons of 
fatFiers who had instilled in their 
young and receptive minds that there 
wera Usurpt*rs afoot who had designs 
on the family fortunes. This would, 
of course, cause a young and prospec- 
tivo heir to almost swallow* the stiver 
spoon. The fact that these so-called 
usurpers were looking for a living 
wage, an opportunity to provide food, 
fuel and shelter for their families 
and more humane working conditions 
for themselves, was, of course, never 
explained. Someone once said, "Give 
me a young and untrained mind and 
I will mohl it." 

Our guard must be an intense inter- 
est in the affiiii’s and direction of our 
own h>cal unions, to watch the pro- 
gress of our Intemation.al Union, and 
also to ac<|uaifit ourselves svith the 
enemie.H of unionism as a ^vhole. 

There have been many Infamous 
men thn>Ughout history win* havt' di- 
rected their minds to pi-ograms of 
hate. They usually choose a class of 
people as their target and although 
their reasons ai-e narrow and psycho- 
pathic, the 1 ‘xecution of Ihetr pro- 
gram is intelligently constructed. Wc 
have contemporary columnists w*ho 
have chosen to live n life of hiite. And 
\vhere do they direct their hate? To 
the American working p4*ople. Of 
coui^e we have to realize that there 
aix; internationally affiliated news- 
papers w^ho pay these poison pen 
artUans for their hate; and a.s I gaid 
in the beginning, there is i\ monstrous 
effort afoot. 

And so as some of our mie- 
ciirectnd but well paid “anti- American 
working class columnists'' enft their 
columns, so shall 1, with a thought 
for today, “We have no non-union 
people, but only those who are yet 
to be organized."

ate enough to place some of our men 
who would have noi^ally \u^en un- 
employed, At this writing, i>ractlcally 
everyone is employed with the excep- 
tion of a few who are still out of 
town, and we hope by the middle of 
May that our employment factor will 
be such that all of our meml>ei^ wilt 
be home. 

Our publication “The Elect I’Ogram*’ 
iB u medium by which we inform our 
membera of current events, so any 
item sve might write of interest to 
other meml>ers of our International 
would only lk> repetition of the news 
items we previously quoted in our 
monthly publication. 

We say with extreme pride that our 
coordinator of the Joint Appi*entice- 
ship and Training CommBU*e, and 
president of our local, Joseph K. 
Morasch^ is doing a remnrkuhle job 
in sponsoring classes in Welding, 
Electronics, Refrigei alinri and Con- 


trols, as well UK Public Speaking and 
liumaii Belutions Courses. Incident- 
ally, we are unable to accommodate 
the great number who wish to enter 
some of these classes. 

We have HI apprentices who are 
attending day-time schooling, and 
they are paid their full salary, 
thi'ough contnictural agreements. We 
are very proud of them, and our in- 
structors lAun W. Matte.son and Paul 
Hermann, who are dedicated to the 
teaching profession and well respecter! 
by the students.

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of thiSf Hu si ness Manaj^or Harvey 
lilaceti Gerald Mug’elssen, secretary 
of the Executive Boarrl, in a position 
as field siiper\isor, with duties to 
counsel with our members on the re- 
spective jobs and to see that all in- 
st^illations are commensurate with the 
standards you would exjiect of quali- 
fied mechanics. The members seem to 
be very irratified that such a program 
has been instituted. The business 
manager assured all members they 
will not tie disehaigecl for insisting 
upon a quality installation and sec- 
ondly, that ail installations must con- 
form to the National Electrical Code,

Is One-Third Completed

WVu'k on South Dakota's Oahe Dam 


has moved much beyond the stages 
indicated in the pictures but no doubt 
they will interest some. In fact the 
whole S50lh000,0()0 project is nearly 
one-thii'd completed. 

One photo shows the huge embank- 
ment of the dam being pushetl across 
the Missouri Biver, In August of 
last year this embankment had placed 
a retraining hand on one of the most 
u neon ti-oll able giants old mother na- 
ture has ever conceived— the rampag- 
ing HikhI waters of the mighty .Mo, 
Destined to be the worhPs second 
largi*.*?i earth dam, Oahi* will Ik* Sb'ltiu 
feet long and 242 feel high. When 
complete<l the rollefl-eailh emhauk- 
ment will contain T8vbnu,0iKJ cubic 
yards of earth and weigh appioxi- 
mately 12.'jJKHhOO(J tons, Tlie volume 
of earth required to build Uahe, if 
moved by rail would make up a 
train 24,0<U1 miles long. Concrete re- 


quired to build the spillway power- 
house and tunnels will total 1,200,000 
yards, or enough to build a 400-mile 
stretch of highw-ay 24 feet wide. 

Six flofKl control tunnels, built of 
reinforced concrete will average 3,4(h) 
feet in length and 10 feet in diameter. 
The sixth tunnel will have a capacity 
of 103,000 cubic feet of water per 
second. 

Out* picture show's the machine, 
cal let! a “mechanized mole" which did 
the drilling of these six tunnels. 
Built by Miltry Constructors of Loh 
,A ngeles the mole drilled from four 
to 10 fet?t per hour. The machine 
weighed 85 tons and rode on railroad 
t nicks set in the tunnel, A hydraulic 
jack pushed it forward to keep the 
cutter head in contact with the rock.

Kaiser Undertakes Largest 
West Coast Expansion 

L. V. 477. .SAN BERNAHrUNO. 
CALIF. — The largest plant expan- 
sion in West Coast industrial history 
will make Kaiser Steel Corporation 
the largest steel producer W'cat of 
the Mississippi River. 

During the past 30 months, Kaiser 
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Steel Plant at Fontana, California 
has a e^ipan- 

sion proi^^mm, which has supplied 
work for IBEW niemhers from al- 
most every state. 

Local 477 at Sun Bernardino had 
jurisdiction of the job, which hud over 
LlOO Electricians on it ut the peak. 
It has been a good job for ntt^mbers 
of the IHKW in that it furnished 
w^ork for hundreds of our members 
and lasted nearly three years, 

ConstnicLion on this e^tpansion be- 
gan in June of 10541, The facilities 
under this const njct ion at Fontana 
included 00 new coke ovens ^ which 
were designed by Koppers Company, 
and will supply coke for the new 
blast furnace, which is the fourth and 
lai-gest, designed to produce iipproxi- 
maleiy, 1,750 tons of molten pig iron 
per dny. 

Eight additional soaking pits for 
the preheating of steel ingots prior 
to rolling in the new Univcmil Slab- 
bing Mill wtTe bunt. 

The indepemient tJh'* Plate 

Mill was built to increase the output 
of hot rolled sheet, ski-lp ami tin mill 
hot bands, also a new No, 2 Electro- 
lytic tin plate line to inci-ease tin 
plate production. 'Hie revamping of 
110" Plate Mill, w'hich is a LHigh 
Mill re(|uired reloraiing a 7,(M)0 
H,F.D*r. drive motor. Thcf lifting bar 
used on this motor was held fahrt- 
cated and rigging was done under 
the supervision of the Electricians, 
The relocation of the HiV* hot strip 
mill was perhaps, the most unitiue 
part of this proji^ct* which consisted 
of rehicutiiig five stands and electrical 
equipment; also the installing of the 
downcoilers, Thi,s relocation was 
uccomplishml in 45 days. 

The coordination of this move pre- 
sented a teJTific challenge to all con- 
cerned, 'rht! individual stands are 
driven by three H*P, and twu> 

:L5t>0 motoiM and the con- 

trol s include both constant potential 
type panel boards and viiriuble volt- 
age equipment necessary^ for proper 
speed and tension control. 

One of the pictures shows IBEW 
members rigging and setting u dis- 
tribution center that \ril1 furnish 
power for this equipment, w-hile the 
other picture shours kordiict mns that 
will envelop feeders, which will carry 
power from a new K,W. sub- 

station to the mill. 

This mill* including furnaces anil 
roughing train is hou.sed in a build- 
ing feet long. 

The fitste of this Job can best be 
defined by the maiip*iwer used and 
the equipment insUillmi Our mem- 
bers of the IBEW handled 505 miles 
of conduit and pulled in 2,105 miles 
of wire. Approximately li percent of 
the wdre used was 0 K,V, shielded, 
225,15 miles of Kaiser Alunifmjm 
Cable sized fi'om :iri0 MCM* 751) MCM, 
and UKKl MCM; which was fiOO-volt 


cable carried much of the kilowatt 
supply to the mills, 

Ui,st but not least was the building 
of the Kaiser Steel oxygen futmace, 
which is the first of its type in the 
west. 

The oxygen furnace pmeess was 
developed in Austria, where it has 
been in use producing quality steel 
since 1952, Kaiser Engineers, division 
of Henry J, Kaiser Company is li- 
censor for this process in the United 
States, 

Many new In-plant mads have been 
dev^eloped at new entrances to the 
mill, and San Bcrmiidino County has 
im pro veil mads and highways to con- 
form with the incieased tniffic condi- 
tion. 

New guard houses and paystalions 
hiive been erected at mill enl ranees* 
Other new buildings constructed as 
part of the expansion piograni in- 
clude a Labor Uelations Building* 
Payroll Office Building, Field Of- 
fice Building Addition* Metallurgical 
Lahorn to ry Building Addition, Mani- 
festing and Physical Test Building 
and remodeling the former hospital 
building for a new personmd center. 

The completion of the expansion 


program will place into operation 
more steel producing and finishing 
radlities than were built into the 
original Fontana Plant during the 
entire war years of 19-Ki-1945. 

Kaiser Engineers of Oakland, Cali- 
fornia was the electrical contractor* 
H, V, Zilm project manager and 
P, K, Skvarna, Local 477* was elec- 
Irieiil superintendent- Other key posi- 
tion names, such as D. B, Bailey, 
purchasing agent, George Gi»od, and 
Charlie Gier will be reniembered.

Mourned in Richmond, Va. 

L. l>. ««e, KICIIIMOM), ^ A.— ICii^t iie 
P* Griftin, Sr*, presiiUmt of the Union 
Elect! ic Company, RiehmoTid, Vir- 
ginia* died Apnl 17, 11*511. 

Gene, as he was affectionately 
known to the oJd-timers of Ha- trade, 
will be missed by the host of friends 
he left* both among the Conlrnclors 
and the menibers of the Brothei luMwL 

It is impossible to trace the curixn- 
of Ch^ne Griffin — from apji rent ice elec- 
trician to head of one of the largest 
and most successful shops in Virginia 
—without recounting the history of 
hi.s company, the Union Electric C'om- 
pany. 


Eugene Prniicis Griffm was l>orn 
October 11, hi the Organ Hill 

section of Richmond, a community 
which has supplied more tradesmen 
than any other luut of the city. He 
.served his npjirenticeship at the Trea- 
11 an and Jennings Electric Company 
and at Morrhs Hunter Elect He Com- 
pany. He jpiaMfied for hia city can! 
as Journeyman in 11H4* It was about 
this time he he came a member of 
Local Union dlhJ, IBEW* He worked 
fnr several area contractors and 
Worhl War I found him working as a 
cfinst ruction foreman at the Seven 
f’ineg Bag loading |ilant, an extensive 
munitions factory which was aban- 
doned after Iht^ waj-. 

With the signing of the .Vrniistice, 
iiM war woi'k was cancidled* About 
llih time the union was negotiating 
ftir an increase to $1.00 [irr hour'* A 
sti'lki^ vole was taken, and all shofi.s 
wei'e Hii'uek, 1'he strike dragged on, 
witli little chance of settlement. In 
Jamifiiy, Hi HI* a meeting of the local 
was called to devise a plan to gel 
som(‘ income foj’ the striking meni- 
1 k- rs, whose small savings weie b<dng 
used up* Ilen‘ the Union Electric 
('omrmny was lairn* The union mem- 
Ians |nit uj> 11,50(1, subscribing to 
Htock ill the hew company.

ffrow. It was "cash on the barrel- 
ivead” for nil snpplins* Thv workmen 
received 75 |ier cent of their wapres in 
cash and accepted stock in the com- 
pany for the other 25 per cent. 

Some of the membera Iwcame dis- 
aatisfled* The local decide! I it Imd no 
chance of winning: the strike. The 
future of the Union Electric Comjmny 
appeared very uncertain. But Gene 
Griffin felt that the company should 
continue in business. lie offered to 
buy the firm, assume its oblig-ations 
and buy up the outslandinj;^ stock 
from his U rot her union members, on 
a dollar-for-dollar basis. Thus, Gene 
Griffin assumed control of a firm that 
has never hired any but union mem- 
liers, and has always paid union scale. 

Lean years were ahtuuf for Gene 
Griffin and tht' Union Electric Com- 
jiany. The Iw^uities and early thirties 
saw the firm strii^^le against non- 
union competitors, substandard wages 
and poor working conditions, A& a 
former emjiloye |iut it, "Many a time 
Tve seen Mr* Griffin leave the office 
on Friday morning trying io collect 
enough money from his customers to 
meet his payroll," 

Gene did all that he could to further 
the interests of the Brotherhood. He 
insisted that each of his employes be 
memWra nf the local. JesHe Austin, 
financial secretary of the local was 
employed by Griffin who allowed him 
to colled ilues from the members. 
Union dues were payable at the Union 
Electric Company. 

Henry M. Momdian, business man- 
ager of Local Union fbUI for many 
years, also worked for Gene Griffin. 
Gene was helpful, arranging for 
Henry to leave the job wlumever be 
had to attend to union affuiis, 

January, UK{2, President Freenmii, 
then an I liter national ReprestmLative, 
met with Mr, Griffin, laying the 
ground work for the organization of 
the other shops in Richmond. Hard 
work b'V Gordon Freeman* Henry 
Monohan, Gene Griffin and "Totsy” 
Wi Inter of the Chewning and Wilmer 
Electric Company bore fj iiil in March 
when uni<m iigri^ements wei'e signed 
with II shops, 

Griffin's oldest son, Gene, Jr„ 
started his apprenticeship with the 
company and joined the Brotherliood 
in 1936. In 1913, his secomi son, Leo, 
was grad nut ed from Vlrg'iniu Poly- 
technical Institute with a di*gree in 
Electrical Engineering. 

Both Imys imtered the service dur- 
ing World War II, leaving "the old 
man" to single-handedly filenr the 
crmipany Uirtmgli its greatest fieriod 
of growth, successfully cfmipleting 
many defens<^ and war-time contracts. 
Griffin's mainstay during those years 
was John F, Owens, sliop foieman, 
now the financial secretary of this 
local. 


Gene, Jr* and Leo retained from 
military service in January, 1946, 
They found the company in new and 
larger quarters at 318 East Franklin 
Street, Richmond, having been moved 
from 30 North Seventh Street. 

Continued growth forced the Grif- 
fins to move again in 1955, this time 
to 1835 West Broad Street, And in 
1957^ tile comfjuuy moved into its 
present home on West woof I Avi^nue, 
ti building designed for an electrical 
cmitracting business. Mr.Griffin, in a 
newsrmper inter\dew, prophetically 
Btaleib *'This is the last time \ve will 
move the Union Kleetric Company." 

Mr, Griffin gradually turned the 
ope rati cm of the eomimiiy ovei^ to his 
sons, Gene, Jr. and Leo* Satisfying a 
hing-standing desire, Leo in 1946 
separated from the company and is 
now a successful ct^nsulling engineer* 
The Union Electric Company is 
now in the handia of Eugene E. Gi if- 
fln, Jr* Carrying his father's name. 
Gene, Jr, is already canying forward 
the tradition of hig father’s sympa- 
thetic understaiiding and cooF>eration* 
Congratulations and best wishes go to 
Gene Griffin, Jr., r>resident of a com- 
[jany with a payroll in excess of a 
half million dollars. .And hats are off 
to his fathei', whtt liked nothing better 
than to be considered "one of the 
boys*"

Electric Snowplows Are 
Serviced by L. U. 800 

L. r. H(KJ, SACU.A.MKNTO, CALIP.— 

When the first heavy snow storm of 
the year hit the Sierra Nevada, the 
Southern Pacific Company had five 
elect ric snowplows ready for action. 

The first electric ixitary smiwplow 
placed in service, proved so successful 
four others were converted from 
stenm to electric operation this year 
in I he HP's Sacramento shops. 

An electric snowplow can handle 
50 pel Cent moii- Lhan a sU-am 

plow and operate for 30 hours with- 
out stopping for supplies. The steam 
plows had a timi' limit of eight hours, 
Rfiller bearing journuls instead of 
the older type friction bearings will 
make it F>ossible to move the equip- 
ment to the point where it is needed 
in a much shorter time. 

hi the clectnc rotaries tbi^ snow- 
plow operator, road foremaiu engineer 
and fireman nil ride in the front cah 
and operate the plow and the diesel 
pusher units from the same control 
panel. 

The steam rotaries required a crew 
of six. The operator and r!jad fore- 
man laide in the fremt cah of the plow 
*iml an engineer umi fireman In the 
rear cab operated the steam boiler 
which powered the fan wheel. An- 
other engineer and fireman were 
needfd to operate dle.sfd locomo- 
tive whicJi pushed the plow. 

In ctnivcrtlng a slt'um snow^dow to 
electric, the boik'r is replaced by four 
traction motoi-s from a B-Lype diesel 
unit. The tender which carrieil water 
and fuel for the boiler la n^pinecfl by 
thi' die,sH unit fnmi which the trac- 
tinn motors have been removed. Us 
16 cyliiidm' I, -^09 horsepower diesel 
engine and generator furm*sh electric 
current for the motors which operate 
the anowplovv fan. MfUive power for 
the ]dnw is furnished by two B uniUi 
and an A unit, each of which develops 
1,6 nn Imrsepnwer. 

The plows make 16 tif 26 miles an 
hour in dry snow and 8 to 12 mib‘H 
per hour if the snow is wet ami hea%'y* 
They can throw the snow as far m 
106 feet on either side of the tracks. 
Each plow has a radio tolephono for

The miijority of journeymen, w^orking- 
in our territory, the lust four yeaiu, 
have been travelers from all over the 
United States and Canada. Over- alt 
they were very Rood men to work 
with. 

Very soon, the lakes ami rivers will 
be fi'ee of Ice, the United States Coast 
Guard will distribute their shoal 
buoys, then the ofhcial shipping^ sea- 
son will open. This opening, for the 
first time, will see 27-foot draft ship- 
ping enter the St. Lawrence from the 
.Atlantic Ocean, proce*»d through sev- 
eral locks to the Giviit Lakes aivd 
then to the rich ports of the Midille 
West, unload their imports, i-eJoad 
wdth exports and then huM back to 
their honn^ port across the Atlantic. 

A few words !m\\\ to describe a 
new trend in rnnnagement and union 
relations, which t have obsi^rved in 
our territory. Heretofore, when a 
construction job was winding up, 
resident or local journeymen weit? 
kept on and tmvelei's were termin- 
ated. Under the Taft-Uiirtley Law 
this m caili'd discrimination- Of 
course, nuinagement likes that, be- 
cause by using the same tactics as 
Russia, ''dividing us. we fail/' 

Under this setup, a local man is 
penalized and has to ride the bench 
or travel, while a ti-aveler Journeyman 
stay.s on the job. Now, the majority 
of 910 men have been traveling for 
years and often wLshed that a large 
job would break in our jurisdiction. 
It has come to pass, but what do we 
get? A reply, **sit there, can*t hire 
you/' 

It Looks as though we w'ill eventu- 
ally turn into a band of gypsies, no 
more permanent homes and last but 
not least, the curtailment of t ravel ing 
expenses on Federal and State In- 
come Taxes would ruin a bank ac- 
count and change a resp^^ctable and 
peace-loving journeyman Brother into 
a mean, irresponsible workman. In 
fact, he would become so bad, he 
would tend to hate his own family.

Negotiated New Contract 

L. U. 1209, M Kill m AN, MISS.— We 

thought we had better let the JoiUiNAT. 
readers hear fiom the ''Heart of the 
New South" and the nice group of 
fellows that make up our local union. 
We operate on the Mississippi Power 
Company prnpeTty along with 
three other sist(-r lf)cals. They are 
1204, ITattiesbui‘g, Mississippi, 1210, 
Laurel, Mi.ssissippi and 1211 Gulf- 
port, Mississippi, We are so closely 
conneetod it is like one big local 
operating. We are all members of the 
South Eastern System Council.

More Sense of Unionism 
Is Need, Says L. U. 1631 

L. l:. ie;n, harm on, n. y.- We’vf 

had two personal losses et 5 the past 
few months in the deaths of E. Smith 
and one of our retired Brothel's J.

I think the words, unionism and 
brotheihood, have lost their meaning 
for this younger generation. 1 hope 1 
am wrong in this thought, but many 
recent events lead mo to believe this. 
If we had to endure the trials and 
tribulations that our fathers went 
through, and even some of our pi esent 
famous labor leaders, then we could 
give a true definition of the words 
unionism and brothei*hood. If you 
were a breadwinner in the days when 
the employer was looked upon as a 
king, and you were a slave that bad 
to answer to his twery whim, you 
would surely know the value of the

These men reported for work in the 
morning and worked a full 12-and 
14 -hour day, six and seven days a 
week for a meager wage. The condi- 
tion.s were unbearable and they knew 
it That is the reason they gathered 
together and organized. Thus the 
temi '*uniouism/^ In a systematic 
and organized manner they wagerl a 
war against oppn*ssion by manage* 
inent and successfully won the con* 
ditions We now enjoy. The sad part is 
that the battle is still on and there is 
much to be desiied. My only hope is 
that the gene nit ion before us didn’t 
fight and suffer in vain. 

The point in question is that this 
generation is not organized as it 
should be. The unions theniHelves 
are well ot*gmuz<*d hut the member- 
ship is not organized. At least not as 
organized as iheir fathers were when 
they wage{l a war against manage- 
ment to correct I he condithins I men- 
tioned above. Today, they consUntly 
complain of the inadequjicies of their 
wages ami working oonditinns and are 
very criticiil of their union. I’erhnps, 
these complaints and cnticisms arc a 
good sign of the younger generation. 
We all know that many things could 
Very well be improved. The thing 
that puzzles me is, how do they pro- 
pose to do better by Just complain- 
ing among themselves. They go about 
griping, and moaning ab<jut ”how 
this should be done" or how "this 
shouldn’t bt* done," It is possible that 
some of this critrcism might be con- 
stmctive ami deser\*es to he heard at 
a union miMding where some good 
might come of it. 

When they say, "this should he 
done/’ they probably don’t realize 
that it can’t be done because of some 
legislation, for example, the Taft- 
Hartley Law, When it comes time for 
union men to unite against this type 
of legislation that injures them in bo 
many way.^, as mu- labor leaders have 
conveyed to us In all mediums of 
communications possible, that seems 
to be the time when they disunite anti 
vote the other way. The same hold,s 
true in the eli'ction of candidates for 
public office. Labor leaders, In plenty 
of time inform ynion men, on who ts 
friendly, and who is unfriendly to 
labor, but the actual voting is up to 
us. Vow, if we disregard this advice 
the only complaint to make is to 
ourselves and not about our union. 

.At this moment so many of us in 
Westchester County are reading news* 
papers that belong to the Macy chain 
that has locked Its union employes 
out for the past 1.5 months and half 
the union menibere in the county are 
unaware of it or even care. This, is 
certainly not unionism, and we must 
mend our ways before it is too late. 
Management has organ izi'd and it is 
veiy strong because of its great po- 
tential which is money. Legislation 
IS huiting us constantly with laws 


such as, *'Hight-to-Work" and the 
Taft- Hartley law, and many others. 
It is my suggestion to all union mem- 
bers, that now is the time to wise up. 
We must have a stronger sense of 
brotherhood and unionism if we are 
to receive more gains anfl less losses.

Blood Bank Is Inaugurated 
By Local 1859, Cicero. 111. 

L. V. 18 .W, CK EKO, ILl A Illood 

Bank to provide blood service for its 
members has bt^en eslablisKofl by 
Local 1859, representing 11. (lot) shop 
employes at Western Electric’s Haw- 
thorne Plant In Cicero, llljiioia. The 
program was inaugurated recently 
when 31 members of the local made 
the first deposits to the Blood Bank. 

The new service, as a result of 
three years effort on the part of the 
local’s oflficers, came as a result of 
negotiations with staff members of 
.Mount Sinai Hospital located on 
Chicago’s west side, where the Blood 
Bank will be maintained. 

Ab in most new ventures the idea 
of a Blood Bank was bom out of 
sheer ^€^cessity. As President la^onard 
F. Becker explained, the local had 
been called upon repeatedly to solicit 
bhx>d donations in emergencies. Some 
of these emergencies were quite des- 
perate, with frantic calls in early 
morning hours, during holiday pen- 
<Kis, etc. Under these and other cir- 
cumstances, he added, our members 
have clonat(*d over 701) pints of blood 
for Western Electric peot'le and their 
families. 

However, he continued, the method 


of soliciting aid under such condi* 
tions was costly, inelBcient and, at 
times, neiwo- racking. All costs, name- 
ly, time off from work, transporta- 
tian, etc. were subsidized by the 
Ifical. Recognizing the need for blood 
service on a mund basis and feeling 
keenly the role of the local as a social 
service agency, he appointe<l Vice 
President, Clarence M, Young, as 
chairman of a Blood Bank Commit- 
tee to study the pos.«5ibility of estab- 
lishing 11 Blood Bank that would in- 
sure a reatiy soui-ce of blootl service 
to the local’s membership. 

Finally after three years investiga- 
tions the present plan was adiipted as 
the most suitable for our needs. 

The |iresent plan calls for a dona- 
tiou of a single pint of blond to en- 
title a member and his family to the 
service. The supply will be main- 
tained by alphabetically rotating fu- 
ture conlribulioiis whenever the sup- 
ply falls bfdow a certain level. 

According to one source there are 
now 15 Blood Banks established by 
Chicago area unions for their mem- 
iM^^rs. I.ocal 1859 is proud to be 
counted as a part of that seb?ct 
group.

We have encountered unprecedented 
resistance on most of our major 
grievances recently, especially the 
job- evaluation grie%-ances. We have 
been forced to carry our grievances 
to the fourth step or to preliminary 
arbitration and at least one has been 
submitted to the American Arbitra- 
tion Association for a decision. With 
many of us feeling we were inade- 
quately provided for at the 1958 nego- 
tiations, we are confronted with the 
task of trying to better our hourly 
rates by initiating re-evaluation 


grievances. Our classifications are 
governed by the point system and if 
we can prove there has been sufficient 
change in the job or added responsi' 
bilities which would warrant an in- 
crease tn the total point.s, we present 
thi.s to management for consideration 
for the corresponding rate increase. 
Fortunately we have a one- year con- 
tract which terminates on October 
51, of this year. One of the good 
things to come out of these griev- 
ances is that we have had the pleas- 
ure of meeting a very able Inter- 
national Representative, Brother Sol 
Miller. Through Brother Miner's 
guidance on a couple of the above, 
we have learned new techniques and 
approaches. He ha.s indeed been of 
great assistance in many difTei^nt 
ways. Brother McCue and the mem- 
bei"s of the Grievance Committee all 
speak highly of him. 

Thus from West Orange, New Jer- 
sey* Local 1917 of the Tliomas A. 
Edison Industries, site of the famous 
Edison National Museum and Labo- 
ratory where the hallowed grounds 
seem to whisper encouragement, we 
sign off 'til next time.

And this hazaid 
is unique, since it cannot be seen, 
felt, tasted, or smelled. Therefore it 
is essential that the local union, and 
especially the ofilcers and stewards, 
be informed of the hidden, cumulative 
and lasting effects of external and 
internal exposure to radioactivity, 

Emjdoyes may have no way of 
knowdng when or where a radioactive 
device is being inslalletl or used un- 
less the company wishes them to 
know*. So the union should try to have 
the contract provide that when a 
mdioactive soui'ce is bought Into the 
plant, the union is notifie<l arul told 
what type of source it is, where it 
will be, and what it will W used for. 

The union should also find out: 

1. What are the exposure pi’oblems 
that must be dealt wdth? 

2. Is there any dangei' of internal 
exfjosure? 

3. What kind of protection is being 
set up? 

4* What type of detection inalni- 
mentation is being used? 

5. What are the exposure time 
limits at distances alTecting the 
workers? 

(b Is it necessary to mpe off the 
area so no unaulhorizecl entry !b 
made? 

7. What kind of timekeeping pro- 
cedure is in effect? 


8. Wlmt records are being kept by 
the company regarding individual 
exposure? 

9. What facUities are available for 
contaminated personnel or over- 
iiX posed person n el 7 

No industry, corporation, or pei-aon 
may use, manufacture, or have a 
rafiioactive source without a license 
from the Atomic Energy Commission, 
On the license ai*e instructions fi*om 
the Commission as to how the source 
>vill bt‘ used, the name of the person 
responsible, and the safety factors 
involved. 

Thes€« regulations should be read 
by the local union steward, if possible. 
If the company is not abiding by the 
instruction.^, he should inform his 
super^dsor. If no action is taken, he 
may go through the proper steps to 
the Tnlernational Office. The Inter- 
naUonal OfUce can, through the 
Atomic Energy Commission, have an 
investigation made. If the Commis- 
sion finds the license instructions have 
been ignored and a hazard exists, 
the license can be cancelled and the 
source returned to the Commission.

speech to workers there, Comrade 
Mange — ^who is also Vice Presi- 
dent of the Commimist World 
Federation of Trade Unions — said 
that this jeep was a result of do- 
nations “from the w*orkers them* 


selves, Of course, the workers 
knew better, 

(*ommuiiist efforts are exerted 
not only among tlie unions but 
also among the iiiteneetuals^ the 
small businessnnm, the women, 
and the millions who are members 
of tile so-called ' ‘ scheduled"* castes 
or ""imtondiables."* In particular, 
their work among the high school 
and college gnniuates has been 
bearing fruit, for in this group 
there are legions of perpetually 
unemployed. Many young, eager 
students iind“Upnn leaving tiie 
classroom — that there is no way 
to use their training and talents. 
It is not at all snr[)rising that they 
listen — in desperation — to the 
bUiiidishments of Comniunist ora- 
tors, The goveniiuent worker is 
also a special target* Living on a 
fixed salary — in many eases fun- 
damentally tin changed in a decade 
— he has many desires that out* 
strip his pocket book. 


Another fundamental fact that 
has to be reckoned with when one 
talks alxnil India is its proximity 
not only to the Soviet Union but 
to Uoimnimist Ubma. The recent 
explosion in TiWt brought this 
grii]diieal)y to the attention of the 
world. But <‘ven apaii fixmi the 
Tibetan clash, there has been a 
continuous fear and awe in India 
as to wluit the Chinese are accom- 
plishing in the realm of productiv- 
ity and production. There is a 
i*cal rivalry for leadership between 
India and Cluna in this part of the 
world. In n iwcnt broadcast to 
the Chinese Home Sendee, the 
Vice Premier of Comimmist China 
called upon the WiJrkers to produce 
18,000,000 tons of steel in 1050, 
India’s Need 

When I returned from India, I 
had a number of discussions witli 
our own State Depart meiit officials 
concerning the urgency of Indians 
nml in the area of economic dcvel- 
opnicnt. The Indians are anxiously 
hoping that the United States will 
agree to finance a major steel plant 
in their own *’Kuhn** In fact. 
AFL-UIO President Ueorge ^Icany 
has wriltini to Under Secretary of 
State for Kcoiiomic Affairs C, 
Douglas Millioiu siipixirting this 
rc<|uest which, if realized, would go 
part of the way in meeting a very 
rt*al and a very dangerous ceo- 
nomic challenge. 

Strictly speaking, tliere nro two 
doniirmul \'vv9 trade unions whicli 
are Irving desiau^ately to changi* 
the lU'i* vailing incture. The Indian 
Nat ional T rade Unioti Fongress, 
wliteh Is the largest free trmle 
union group, has l>een accused of 
being too eh (Sidy tied to liic chmd- 
nant f’ongrcss Party, and therefore 
tlje Fovernment. The other ami 
smaller free trade union organiza- 
tioiu known as tlie Hind Mazdoor 
Sablia, has in turn Ihsui accused 
of engaging in popular fronts with 
the C^ommunists in certain areas. 
Both of them are facet] with a 
growing rommunist union* known 
as the All India Trade Union Uon- 
gress. While the acciLsations inen- 
tioncfl may be exaggerated, there is 
no question but that the free trade 
unions are spending a lot of their 
energt" in fighting each other,
